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Town needs volunteers 
to help seniors clear snow

For some Niagara-on-the-Lake residents, the recent 
blast of winter has been a blessing, allowing outdoor 
enthusiasts to get out and experience the fresh powder. 

It’s only when the white stuff continues to build up that 
causes problems for some people who simply just want to 

The town’s volunteer snow removal program has been 
in existence for four years now, but the number of volun¬ 
teers has dropped from eight to one, making the service 
hard to continue. 

Brian Litowski, the single volunteer on the town’s list of 
people to call on for help, cleared 12 driveways one day 
this week. At the end of the day Tuesday he said he was 
coping and keeping up because the snow fall had been 
fairly light, but the town can’t keep piling on the requests. 

“We set up the program to help clear out driveways for 
those who need help with their situation, whether it be 
physical challenges, health reasons or age,” said Ewald 
Kuczera, Director of Public Works. 

The idea is one that is unique to NOTL, but it’s getting 
more difficult to keep it running. 

“The difficulty we’re having is trying to get the word 
out,” he said. “We’re desperately in need of volunteers.” 

It’s especially important to have such a service in a 
town where so much of the population is seniors. 

Kuczera recognized some seniors are able-bodied and 
have their own means of clearing driveways and walk¬ 
ways. It’s the people who are on fixed incomes, live in 
rural areas or have difficulty living on their own that have 
him worried. 

“I think volunteers are alive and well in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. It’s just a matter of making the connections.” 

He said in previous years the Town has reached out to

Lord Mayor not ready to share election plans yet 
—but he’s not bowing out of public service, he says

Gary Burroughs is not ready to say 
whether he will run for another term as 
Lord Mayor but he promises he will 
announce his decision soon. 

And although he is hedging on his 
future, there is no doubt he is not pre¬ 
pared to bow out of politics altogether— 
the question is where he sees himself 
doing the most good after the fall munic¬ 
ipal election is over. 

The timing of his decision is impor¬ 
tant, he says. He wants to be fair to oth¬ 
ers who fancy his job—but at the same 
time he needs to keep the focus on the 
job at hand, which is making important 
decisions for the future of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. 

It’s clear the chartered accountant 
and former owner of the Oban Inn and 
Clarkson House in the US is not ready 
to retire from public service. He still 
loves it, he says. 

“If I’m not doing this, I don’t know 


what else I’d be doing. I love it. Anybody 
would. And clearly there appear to be 
lots of others who feel as I do.” 

With a municipal election scheduled 
for Oct. 25, and the opening for filing of 
nominations Jan. 4, “I’m certainly think¬ 
ing about it,” says Burroughs. 

“If I decide not to run, I should be 
giving others the appropriate time to 
make their decisions. And in all fairness 
to everybody who may be thinking 
about running I feel I should be making 
this decision sometime sooner rather 
than later.” 

But at the same time, he is weighing 
other possibilities—options that will 
accomplish his remaining goals. 

For instance, he has been re-elected 
chair of the audit committee at the 
region, and he loves his role as regional 
councillor as well. 

“Maybe Dave (Lepp, the town’s 
regional councillor) and I will trade 
places,” he jokes, but it’s obvious he’s 
not completely kidding—he could see 
himself as regional councillor, where 


important financial decisions that 
impact on the municipality are made. 

But there are still important issues 
for this council to tackle, and whether or 
not decisions are made, the discussions 
should take place so that voters can give 
direction to the council of the next term, 
he said. 

Project Niagara, the summer musical 
festival, is at the top of the list of issues. 

The look of Queen Street, what 
council and residents would like to see 
in the way of a vision for that street, is 
also on his list of issues to discuss. 

And the Dock Area secondary 
plan—the third attempt in the last 10 
years to create a vision for that neigh¬ 
bourhood—is critical, he says, “and this 
time, I think we’ll be successful.” 

Education, while not customarily a 
municipal issue, will be this time round, 
in NOTL and many other Ontario 
municipalities. Burroughs says. 

But other towns are having more suc¬ 
cess than NOTL, which is having diffi¬ 
culty getting the school board onside.

At issue is a better partnership for 
handling planning issues relative to edu¬ 
cation, says Burroughs.

Town’s chief administrative officer resigns after just six months on the job 


Don Smith, the chief adminis¬ 
trative officer for the town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, will be 
leaving his post April 6. 

Smith joined the town staff 
part-time last June, beginning his 
full-time duties in July. 

He has been living part-time in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake and 
returning to his Cambridge 
home weekends. He had retired 


from his position as CAO of 
Cambridge after 20 years, with 
30 years experience in municipal 
government. 

He has resigned for personal 
reasons, a town press release 

“On behalf of town council 
and staff, I would like to wish 
Don all the best. He is a great 
asset to the corporation and will 


be sadly missed,” said Lord 
Mayor Gary Burroughs in the 
press release. 

Burroughs thanked Smith 
publicly at Monday’s council 
meeting. 

While the CAO was here for 
just a very short while, he did an 
incredible job in those months, 
said Burroughs. 

“Every member of council and 


most residents of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake have had the benefit of 
his expertise, his calmness, and I 
can tell you he will be sorely 
missed. We appreciate the time 
you did spend with us,” he told 
Smith. 

The town council met Monday 
to discuss replacing Smith, and is 
expected to embark on a search 
for a new chief administrative 


officer during the coming 
months. 

Clive Buist, the town’s parks 
and recreation director, tem¬ 
porarily took on the CAO 
responsibilities during the six 
months it took to find a replace¬ 
ment when Lew Holloway left 
last January for a job with the 
Niagara Falls Bridge 
Commission.

It’s not just about NDSS, but 
about other schools as well, such as 
the former Eden property, which has 
turned into an eyesore for the town, 
and the development of the former 
St. Vincent de Paul site, which is on 
hold. There’s the heritage designa¬ 
tion of Laura Secord in Queenston 
to decide, and the school board is 
talking about Col. John Butler and 
an expansion of the urban boundary, 
which is a very difficult process, says 
Burroughs. 

“What are we going to do with 


these school properties, and what is 
the time frame? Other municipali¬ 
ties are developing partnerships with 
their school boards. We’re not there 
yet, but that’s where we need to be.” 

Also key for the town will be the 
hiring of a new chief administrative 
officer, with the recent news of the 
resignation of Don Smith, who 
began working for the town just last 
spring. 

“We need to make a number of 
focused and intelligent decisions on 
the issues ahead,” Burroughs said. 

“I would like to see the discus¬ 
sions out there, at least by June. We 


have more than our share of issues, 
and several of them may come to a 
head fairly soon, so at least we can 
be talking about solutions. In an 
election year, that’s a healthy thing.” 

But soon enough, politicians will 
also have to get on with the issue of 
who is running and who isn’t, he 

The last day for filing nomination 
papers is Sept. 10.

Being mayor would be pay-back for good life NOTL has offered Braybrook 


Tom Braybrook was the 
first to officially throw his 
hat into the ring this 
week—he will take anoth¬ 
er stab at winning the job 
of Lord Mayor. 

Braybrook ran unsuc¬ 
cessfully against Gary 
Burroughs in the 2006 
election after serving on 
two councils, and used the 
break from politics to pur¬ 


sue other interests, while 
never straying far from 
service to the community. 

It has always been at 
the back of his mind that 
he would have to make 
the decision whether to 
run again, but leading up 
to the new year, more and 
more people began asking 
him his intentions. 

“Getting involved again 


just seems natural,” he 

“Sitting on two differ¬ 
ent councils and then 
being off for one term has 
provided an interesting 
perspective about the 
business of the town, and I 
think it’s been helpful,” 
says Braybrook. 

“It’s allowed me to 
branch out with other 


activities, and it’s also 
allowed me time to reflect 
on what I want to do with 
how ever many years I 
have left.” 

“Over the last 20 to 25 
years I’ve had a pretty 
good life in town. I feel I 
still have a debt I owe to 
the community and I want 
to pay it back.” 

Braybrook says his 


involvement with the 
NOTL Bridge Club, the 
tennis club, a traffic com¬ 
mittee, the environment, 
the committee of adjust¬ 
ment and the Chamber of 
Commerce, “have all done 
more for me than I’ve 
done in return. I feel 
there’s a balance owing.” 

His time on council and 
the following break, he 


said, “would provide a 
combination of the per¬ 
spective of experience and 
new opinion.” 

By making his inten¬ 
tions known early in the 
game, it gives others an 
opportunity to talk to him 
on a different level, he 
said.

Sequel to Pat McCann’s 
letter (Niagara Advance, 
Jan. 7): 

More waste of taxpayer 
dollars. The jet boat legal 
saga marches on. Last 
week, the Town’s lawyer 
asked that 12 days be set 
aside starting May 4 for an 
Ontario Municipal Board 
hearing to oppose Niagara 
River Coalition’s appeal 
of the holding “including 
existing uses” (i.e., jet 
boats) zoning for the 
Melville dock and adja¬ 
cent town owned lands, in 
the new comprehensive 


zoning bylaw. 

This zoning designation 
was made despite knowing 
Justice Quinn’s judge¬ 
ment, which states it is ille¬ 
gal to lease the public 
dock, and after residents 
pleaded with council to lift 
the holding designation 
“including existing uses” 
pending release of the 
Appeal Court decision, of 
the town’s appeal of 
Justice Quinn’s decision. 
Instead, council opted to 
continue the fight at the 
OMB. 

More taxpayer dollars 


have been spent to fight 
the residents of 
Queenston, who appealed 
the Niagara Escarpment 
Commission approval of a 
building more than twice 
the size of the previous 
building, for the jet boat 
expansion there. Town 
staff and the town lawyer 
have attended every day 
of the 28 hearing days, 
with the wrap-up still to 

The initial budget for the 
Old Town Vision and 
Dock Area Secondary 
Plan was about $150,000. 


A further $25,000 plus 
expenses increased the 
budget, recently. This is 
the third attempt at plan¬ 
ning for the Dock Area; 
the previous two attempts 
failed because the resi¬ 
dents were at odds with 
the town’s agenda, which 
revolved around jet boats. 

Surely, by now, the town 
has blown through all the 
lease money received over 
the years from the jet boat 
business, and then some, to 
support this amusement 
ride. Enough is enough. 

An expenditure was 


buried in the 2009 budget 
for soil remediation (on 
the town’s public works 
property) after leaks went 
undetected for an indeter¬ 
minate time, from an 
underground gasoline 
tank used to refuel town- 
owned vehicles. 

What else has been 
“buried” in the budgets 
these past three years of 
annual tax increases? I 
say it’s time for an inde¬ 
pendent audit and review 
of value for dollars spent. 

New faces with new 
ways of thinking are need¬ 


ed on the council. 
However, we don’t need 
new faces who are carbon 
copies of what we have 
now. The ship needs to be 
turned around. 

I hope independent 
thinkers will come for¬ 
ward and run for council. 
Questions need to be 
asked and answers need to 
be provided. 

Please think carefully 
before voting in the next 
election, in October 2010.

Gone are days when animals were allowed to run freely, but people still look out for welfare of other’s pets 



In early Niagara, farm 
animals roamed rather 
freely in the streets. 

Eventually the town 
fathers decided that some¬ 
thing had to be done. 
Under the name of Rev. 
Robert Addison, minister 
of St. Mark’s Church and 
secretary of the commit¬ 
tee, an advertisement 
appeared in The Gleaner 
advising that under penal¬ 
ty of a fine, people should 
be admonished to keep 
their animals corralled. 

In spite of this effort, 
eventually a fence had to 
be constructed around 
St.Mark’s church and 
cemetery. 

Two hundred years 
later, it is not cattle or 
hogs that we find on the 
main streets of town, but 
dogs, dogs of various sizes, 
colours and breeds. They 
are usually on leashes 


towing their masters. 
Indeed much of the social 
interaction in town 
involves people meeting 
on the street or out on the 
Commons as they walk 
their dogs. 

It is rare to find a dog 
wandering freely, without 
a master in tow, but the 
unthinkable happened 
recently. 

When one of the local 
citizens was out walking, 
his dog developed an 
unusual interest in a par¬ 
ticular hedge.

Although originally it seemed the two- 
storey building the Whirlpool Jet opera¬ 
tion plans to build would double the 
size, information presented during the 
review indicated it is almost three 
times as large as the building that was 
on the dock when it was used to store 
and ship sand. 

And an increase in size to the build¬ 
ing can be expected to lead to an 
increase in the jet boat business from 
the dock, the residents’ association is 
arguing. 

The structure at the dock was tom 
down in 2007, after the town granted 
the jet boat company the minor vari¬ 
ance it was requesting for an addition 
to the building. 

Robert Wright, the review chair¬ 
man, was very lenient and very 
patient, says Armstrong, allowing evi¬ 
dence to be heard even when objec¬ 
tions were noted by counsel, saying he 
would determine the weight that the 
evidence deserved. 

“It felt like everything that could be 
said was said,” said Armstrong. 

“The chair gave us a fair bit of lati¬ 
tude, and it seemed like we all had a 
full, complete hearing.” 

Closing arguments by lawyers for 
the town, dock owner D.G. 
Bawtinheimer and Whirlpool Jet 
boats, the Queenston residents and St. 
Saviours Church, which is also object¬ 
ing to the intensification of the busi¬ 
ness that disrupts church services, will 
be held Feb. 11 at 10 a.m. at the town 
hall in Virgil 

Following closing arguments, the 
chair will write a report for the 
Minister of the Environment, who will 
then decide if the use of the dock is 
legal, if construction on the new build¬ 
ing can go ahead or whether there 
needs to be further protection to the 
escarpment. 
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Hearing to debate new elementary school site zoning delayed until April 


The hearing to resolve a 
zoning conflict between 
the school board and the 
town will not be held until 
April, a delay that could 
cost the board—and the 
taxpayers—a “substantial” 
amount of money. 

The District School 
Board of Niagara’s condi¬ 
tional offer on a piece of 
property on Line 2 and 
Niagara Stone Road has a 
closing date of March 31, 
and the board hoped to 
have the dispute settled by 
then. 

But town lawyer Callum 
Shedden has said he will 
not be available for what is 
being estimated at a five- 
day Ontario Municipal 
Board appeal before April. 

The hearing date has 
been set for the week of 
April 12, and will be 
chaired by Sylvia 
Sutherland, who has 15 


years of municipal govern¬ 
ment experience as the for¬ 
mer mayor of 
Peterborough. 

Representatives of Save 
Our Schools, which sup¬ 
ports neighbourhood ele¬ 
mentary schools, and the 
Friends of NDSS, have 
both asked to participate in 
the hearing. 

The school board has 
chosen the property as 
their preferred site for the 
new 400-pupil elementary 
school that will eventually 
replace the aging Col. John 
Butler and Virgil facilities, 
but the acreage is zoned 
for residential use. 

The town has refused a 
request from the school 
board to amend the zon¬ 
ing, saying it is one of the 
few remaining residential 
development sites left in 
the urban boundary of 
Virgil. 


At a prehearing confer¬ 
ence Friday to look after 
several house-keeping 
appeal details, including 
dates and participants, the 
board’s lawyer Tom 
Richardson said the cost of 


the delay would be sub¬ 
stantial to the school 
board, but there might be 
room for renegotiating the 
conditions of the offer. 

Also to be dealt with at 
the OMB hearing is the 


severance of the lot the 
board hopes to purchase 
and of four other residen¬ 
tial building lots. 

The property is owned 
by Siegfried and Helga 
Wiens, and is currently 


leased out for farming. 

The rezoning issue is 
just one of several appeals 
to the Ontario Municipal 
Board involving the town’s 
new comprehensive zoning

The local branch of 
Amnesty International 
will be showing the film 
Our land, my People - the 
struggle of the Lubicon 
Cree - next Tuesday at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Public Library. 

The public is welcome - 
there is no charge but 
donations to the postage 
box are welcome, says co¬ 
chair Gail Nagley. 

The Lubicon Cree is an 
indigenous people living in 
Northern Alberta, 

explains Nagley. Their tra¬ 
ditional territory is in a 
part of the province that is 
rich in oil and gas deposits. 

The value of oil and gas 
extracted from Lubicon 
lands has been estimated 
at more that $14 billion, 
but the Lubicon have not 
shared in any of this 


wealth. 

Three decades of large- 
scale oil and gas develop¬ 
ment has all but destroyed 
the ability of the Lubicon 
Cree to maintain their tra¬ 
ditional economy and way 
of life. The result has been 
severe impoverishment 
and devastating levels of 
disease associated with 
poverty, says Nagley. 

The Lubicon people 
were overlooked by the 
federal government when 
treaties were signed with 
those who lived in the area 
in 1899. 

The Lubicon have never 
given up any rights over 
their lands and resources. 
The federal government 
has the primary responsi¬ 
bility to negotiate a fair 
resolution of the land dis¬ 
pute, but there have been 


no talks for four years. 

The Lubicon have no 
legally-recognized and 
protected lands of their 
own. They have no access 
to many of the basic serv¬ 
ices such as safe drinking 
water, the services other 
people in Canada take for 
granted, Nagley says. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment continues to grant 
licenses for large-scale oil 
and gas development in 
the disputed territory 
without consideration for 
how it will affect the rights 
and the well-being of the 
already impoverished 
Lubicon Cree.

Jessica Meuris can be 
found most days behind the 
desk of Balance Fitness 
Studio, but for a 10-week 
spell she was missed by 
members and staff as she 

travelled to Ghana to vol¬ 
unteer her time teaching 
teaching West African chil¬ 
dren. 

She was there with 
Basecamp Centre, a division 
of Volunteer Abroad, to 
work at a day care centre. 

Her day care schedule was 
flexible and she was able to 
do some traveling around 
the country, she said. 

Before she left, many 
Balance members generous¬ 
ly gave her school supplies 
to take with her for the chil¬ 
dren she would meet, and 
the kids were very happy 
with the donations, she said. 

On one of her journeys, 
she found herself in a tiny 
village named Swedru. The 
village has one small school 


for about 100 children, all of 
them eager to learn and 
many many of whom have 
to travel from other villages. 
Without it, those children 
would not be going to 
school, and they are facing 
that possibility as the school 
roof is deteriorating, says 
Meuris. The rainy season is 
rapidly approaching in 
Ghana, and if the roof is not 
replaced before the rain 
arrives, she says, not only 
will the children be unable 
to attend classes, but further 
damage will mean the 
school will be too costly to 

At the moment repairs 
are estimated at about 
$1,000, and Meuris is deter¬ 
mined to help raise that 
money to repair the school 

Meuris, with a degree 
from Brock University in 
sociology, hopes to be back 
in West Africa before long 
to work for the volunteer 
organization. But until then, 
she plans to help from this 


side by raising money for 
the school and sending it to 
Volunteers Abroad to make 
sure the roof is repaired. 

While she was in West 
Africa, Bonnie Giampa and 
Briar Krieger were busy 
opening their beautiful new 
fitness studio on Line 2. 
They have offered to help 
their employee raise money 
for the Swedru school dur¬ 
ing their grand opening next 

Meuris will be showing 
work by a Ghanian artist on 
display at the studio next 
week, as well as some of her 
own paintings of her time in 
West Africa.
